the next phase of the renova¬ 
tion project, namely, the phase 
for beautifying the area. We 
are told that the entire renova¬ 
tion project consists of various 
phases which are part of one 
total project. 

The beautification phase is 
scheduled to begin in the se¬ 
cond quarter of the year 2012 
and is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of the year. 

The renovation of the City 
Center of Oranjestad has been 
completed with the installation 
of a new and modern under¬ 
ground system of cables of the 
utility companies. This new 
system is designed to avoid fu¬ 
ture breaking up of the roads 
for whatever work that may be 
needed to be done. 

The part of the underground 


work is completed and they 
have begun laying the founda¬ 
tion for what is to be the route 
of the Street Car, which is one 
of the components of the reno¬ 
vation project. 

The beautification package 
will include some 300 trees 
that will be planted within the 
entire center. The type of 
plants to be used this time are 
about 3.5m tall. The majority 
being Palms, yet different 
types of Palms. The idea is that 
these trees should also con¬ 
tribute to providing some 
shade in addition to the differ¬ 
ent umbrellas that will be in¬ 
stalled throughout the city 
center. Smaller trees will also 
be planted simply as decora¬ 
tive pieces.

AMSTERDAM -The Nether¬ 
lands observed a two-minute 
silence at 8.00pm yesterday 
evening in memory of war vic¬ 
tims during and since World 
War II. Around 20,000 people 
attended the national remem¬ 
brance ceremony at Dam 
Square in Amsterdam, in the 
presence of Queen Beatrix, 
Prince Willem-Alexander and 
Princess Maxima. 

In a speech, Amsterdam’s 
Mayor Eberhard van der Laan 
praised those who “despite ter¬ 
ror and fear” had summoned 
the courage to join the resist¬ 


ance. 

“If we in turn in our time - 
in all freedom - are not pre¬ 
pared to stand up for justice 
where it is being oppressed, we 
may as well not be here today,” 
he said. 

The mayor said that he is 
reminded virtually every day 
of the fact that 61,000 of Ams¬ 
terdam’s 80,000 Jewish inha¬ 
bitants were carried away 
before the eyes of their fellow 
citizens and murdered. 

“It remains a raw nerve in 
the city, in the country.”

ICC solicits 
advice on 
Libya call to 
end Kadhafi 
case 

THE HAGUE - The Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court yester¬ 
day invited the all parties, 
including the United Nations 
Security Council, to weigh-in 
on Libyan objections that 
Moamer Kadhafi’s son be 
tried in The Hague. 

In a statement, the world 
war crimes court invited the 
ICC prosecutor, the defence 
team, representatives for vic¬ 
tims and the Security Council 
to submit observations on 
Libya’s challenge by June 4. 

Libya has been at logger- 
heads with the ICC over who 
has the right to bring former 
regime figures such as Seif-al 
Islam and the dead dictator's 
spymaster, Abdullah Senussi, 
to justice. 

On Tuesday Libya offi¬ 
cially asked the world court 
judges to quash a surrender 
request and throw out the 
case.

Strauss-Kahn denies any violent acts against women 


PARIS (AFP) - Ex-IMF chief 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn de¬ 
nies committing any acts of 
violence against women, his 
lawyers said yesterday, after 
French prosecutors said wit¬ 
ness testimony suggested he 
took part in a rape. 

Strauss-Kahn ’’absolutely 
contests having committed 
the slightest act of violence of 
any nature whatsoever,” his 
lawyers Henri Leclerc, Fred- 
erique Baulieu and Richard 
Malka said in a statement. 

The statement contested 


testimony from two escorts 
suggesting Strauss-Kahn 
took part in a gang rape at a 
sex party in Washington DC, 
saying: ’’The declarations 
made by these young women 
are contradictory.” 

’’Distorted information, 
manipulation and a desire for 
a lynching cannot forever be 
a substitute for reality,” it 
said. 

The statement also said 
the news of the testimony, 
which dates from late March, 
was released at an ’’opportune 


time” ahead of Sunday’s run¬ 
off in the French presidential 
election. 

Strauss-Kahn had once 
been the frontrunner to lead 
the Socialist Party against in¬ 
cumbent Nicolas Sarkozy in 
the vote. The Socialists in¬ 
stead chose Francois Hol- 
lande, who is tipped to win 
on Sunday. 

Strauss-Kahn, two busi¬ 
nessmen and a police chief 
have been charged with ’’ag¬ 
gravated pimping in an or¬ 
ganised gang” for allegedly 


organising a prostitution ring 
for orgies in France, the 
United States and elsewhere. 

Yesterday, a spokesman 
for prosecutors in the French 
city of Lille said investigating 
magistrates had submitted 
new evidence, based on testi¬ 
mony from the two sex work¬ 
ers, that could also implicate 
the men in a gang rape. 

S traus s -Kahn’s lawyers 
noted that ”no complaints 
have been made” based on 
the testimony.

Apparently, they are taking 
into account the comfortability 
of those trafficking through the 
city center, which is why there 
will be benches placed in 
shaded areas, as well as areas 
created to serve as small ter¬ 
races. Many of these areas will 
be combined with different 
types of fountains as decora¬ 
tive spots. In order to foster a 
sort of festive ambiance in the 
entire streetscape, they will in¬ 
stall speakers along the street 
for pleasant music without this 
being a nuisance. 

According to the Infra 
Team of the DOW, the Public 
Tender for this phase of the 
project is in its final prepara¬ 
tion stage. This means that the 
three companies that demon¬ 
strated an interest in this part 
of the project will receive the 
pertinent information concern¬ 
ing this Tender later next week. 
Following that information 
they will have two weeks to 
submit their offer. Hence, 
within about one month, this 
multimillion Aruban florins 
project will have been tendered 
to begin execution by the end 
of May, or by the beginning of 
June. 

The goal is to have the 
beautification project as well 
as the phase of the Street Car 
route completely finalized by 
the end of the year when they 
intend to inaugurate the new 
totally renovated City Center.

Architect Niemeyer, 104, 
improving in hospital

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Renowned Brazilian architect 
Oscar Niemeyer, who is 104 
years old, is improving after he 
was hospitalized with pneumo¬ 
nia, hospital officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

"The patient is lucid and 
breathing without the aid of a 
machine... According to his 
doctor, Fernando Gjorup, the 
patient has shown a clinical 
improvement," a statement 
from the Samaritano hospital 
in Rio de Janeiro said. 

Niemeyer was still being 
given intravenous antibiotics 
and serum, it added, after he 
was hospitalized Wednesday 
suffering from pneumonia and 
dehydration. 


The press office of the 
Oscar Niemeyer Foundation 
told AFP that doctors opted to 
hospitalize the architect to 
"avoid any complications" 
from pneumonia. 

Niemeyer, who won the 
1988 Pritzker Prize — dubbed 
the Nobel prize for architecture 
— was hospitalized for 13 days 
in 2010 for a urinary infection. 

Most famous for designing 
Brazil's ultramodern capital 
city of Brasilia, he has created 
more than 600 projects around 
the world and was behind some 
of Brazil's most distinctive 
buildings during his seven- 
decade career. His works in¬ 
clude the headquarters for the 
United Nations in New York. 


Media mogul Conrad Black freed 
from US jail, deported 


MIAMI (AFP) - Deposed 
media mogul Conrad Black 
was released from a US prison 
yesterday after serving some 
three years behind bars for 
fraud and obstruction of jus¬ 
tice, and swiftly deported to 
his native Canada. 

A spokesman for the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Prisons con¬ 
firmed to AFP that Black, who 
once ran one of the world's 


biggest media empires, had 
been released from FCC Cole¬ 
man jail in Florida. 

But he was quickly turned 
over to immigration authori¬ 
ties, who deported him to 
Canada, without saying ex¬ 
actly where he had been sent. 

He was released early after 
eight months for good beha¬ 
vior and time served.

'not enough'

China indicates will allow 
activist to leave soon: US 


Haiti legislature 
approves Lamothe 


BEIJING (AFP) - The United 
States said Friday that China 
had indicated it would let blind 
activist Chen Guangcheng and 
his family leave the country 
soon, raising hopes of a reso¬ 
lution to a damaging diplo¬ 
matic crisis. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland said 
China would expedite travel 
documents for the rights cam¬ 
paigner, who escaped house 
arrest and fled to the US em¬ 
bassy, where he spent six days 
before emerging Wednesday. 

Nuland said Chen had been 
offered a fellowship by an 
American university, where he 
could be accompanied by his 
wife and two children. A 
spokesman for New York Uni¬ 
versity later said Chen had 
been invited to study at the in¬ 
stitution. 

John Beckman said Chen 
had an invitation to be a visit¬ 
ing scholar, "working with our 


law programs" either in New 
York "or at one of our other 
global sites". 

Nuland’s statement ap¬ 
peared to be deliberately vague 
in hopes of giving China a 
face-saving way out of the cri¬ 
sis. Officials declined to give a 
timeframe or to say whether 
they had firm assurances from 
the Chinese government. 

Beijing earlier said Chen 
was free to apply to go abroad, 
after the activist said he feared 
for his and his family’s safety 
in China and wanted to go to 
the United States to study. 

US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said she was 
"encouraged" by that develop¬ 
ment in the affair, which 
erupted ahead of her arrival in 
Beijing for annual talks that 
have been overshadowed by 
the drama. 

The activist, who spent four 
years in jail after exposing 
forced abortions and sterilisa¬

tions under the "one-child" 
policy, unleashed a diplomatic 
furore with his flight from his 
home in northeast Shandong 
province. 

US officials said Chen, 40, 
left the embassy after Beijing 
pledged he and his family 
would be treated "humanely", 
but since then he has said he 
fears retribution by Chinese 
authorities. 

During interviews with 
Chinese officials in hospital on 
Thursday and Friday, he made 
"detailed allegations" about 
abuse under house arrest, a US 
official said on condition of 
anonymity. 

The unravelling of the deal 
prompted the United States to 
renew talks with Chen to try to 
establish the next move for the 
activist, who has said he does 
not want to go into permanent 
exile but is seeking a period of 
rest abroad. 

China has reacted angrily to 
the case, demanding a US 
apology for "interference" in 
its affairs. But analysts said 
Beijing would likely allow 
Chen to leave the country. 



PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Haitian lawmakers late Thurs¬ 
day ratified the appointment of 
Faurent Famothe as the new 
prime minister of the earth¬ 
quake-ravaged country after 
months of government limbo. 

The Chamber of Deputies 
approved the appointment 
after a long debate, with 62 
deputies voting in favor, three 
voting against and two abstain¬ 
ing, according to the chamber’s 
president Fevaillant Fouis- 
Jeune. 

The Haitian Senate ap¬ 
proved the pick in early April. 

The new prime minister 
will now have to present his 


government before both cham¬ 
bers for approval. 

Famothe was tapped for the 
position by President Michel 
Martelly after the resignation 
of Gary Conille in February. 

In Haiti, the prime minister 
is appointed by the president 
and mainly serves as cabinet 
chief. 

Famothe received a politi¬ 
cal science degree from Barry 
University in Miami and also 
earned an MBA at St Thomas 
University in Florida. Known 
as a keen sportsman, he played 
tennis for Haiti in the Davis 
Cup. 

He became foreign minister 
in Martelly's government in 
October last year. 

Martelly's administration is 
trying to ramp up stalled re¬ 
construction efforts following 
the devastating January 12, 
2010 earthquake that flattened 
large parts of Port-au-Prince 
and damaged much of the 
south of the country. 

Even before the earthquake 
Haiti was the poorest country 
in the Americas. 


Chavez tweets budget moves from 
Cuba hospital 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan leader Hugo Chavez, in 
Cuba for his latest cancer 
treatment, has been firing off 
budget announcements via 
Twitter, adding fodder to op¬ 
position claims that he is gov¬ 
erning by remote control. 

Chavez on Thursday an¬ 
nounced $500 million "to 
equip and modernize the Ma¬ 
rine Corps," $22.7 million for 
agricultural development, 
$255 million for "staff and op¬ 
erating costs" for the commu¬ 
nications ministry and $106 
million for the production of 
sugar cane, all via the micro¬ 
blogging website. 


Chavez, long a mainstay on 
state media, has been commu¬ 
nicating almost exclusively via 
Twitter in recent weeks as he 
has shuttled to Cuba and back 
for several rounds of cancer 
treatment, fueling speculation 
over his health. 

The president's last public 
appearance was on Monday, 
when he signed a bill on the 
eve of the Fabor Day holiday 
that would shorten the 
Venezuelan work week from 
44 to 40 hours. He then trav¬ 
eled to Cuba for his latest 
treatment. 

The opposition has de¬ 


manded that the government 
be more transparent about 
Chavez's health and accused 
him of relying on Twitter to 
govern the country. 

Vice President Elias Jaua 
came to Chavez's defense on 
Thursday, saying that the ail¬ 
ing leader "fortunately" had 
access to social media in order 
to stay in constant contact. 

Chavez, in power since 
1999, is running for reelection 
as a "revolutionary socialist" 
against Henrique Capriles, the 
youthful Miranda state gover¬ 
nor and center-left candidate 
for the united opposition.

HIV-positive prostitutes 
held in Greece 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greek au¬ 
thorities held 16 HIV-positive 
prostitutes on Friday for al¬ 
legedly attempting to inflict 
serious harm to clients in a 
highly publicised crackdown 
days ahead of legislative elec¬ 
tions. 

The women, from Greece 
and eastern Europe, were ar¬ 
rested during surprise raids on 
Athens brothels and their pho¬ 
tographs released to the news 
media. 

A wave of screenings was 
launched last April after a 22- 
year old prostitute, who was 
one of those arrested on Fri¬ 
day, was found to be carrying 
the AIDS virus positive in a 
widely followed case. 

Prostitution is legal in 
Greece as long as it takes place 
in mandated brothels that are 
meant to operate under tight 
health rules. 

But in recent years paying 
for sex as a phenomenon has 
defied state supervision, as 
waves of young women, often 


drug addicts, are smuggled 
into Greece illegally from 
neighbouring Balkan countries 
and eastern Europe. 

’’They must be treated like 
patients, not criminals”, an ac¬ 
tivist said outside the magis¬ 
trate's office where the women 
were being interrogated. 

"The clients are the crimi¬ 
nals and it's the women who 
are jailed,” another activist 
complained. 

AIDS remains taboo in 
Greece and since the scandal 
broke health services have 
posted advice for potential sex 
clients on a website. The gov¬ 
ernment said 2,000 people had 
registered so far for guidance. 

Health Minster Andreas 
Loverdos meanwhile lashed 
out at clients who refused pro¬ 
tected sex in Greek brothels 
and promised that the crack¬ 
down was not a publicity stunt 
and would continue beyond 
this weekend's legislative elec¬ 
tion.

SlutWalkers hit the streets of Jerusalem 



JERUSALEM (AFP) 
Dozens of Israelis held a Slut- 
Walk rally in Jerusalem on Fri¬ 
day to protest sexual violence 
and counter claims that 
women's attire or behaviour 
provoke rape and sexual as¬ 
sault, an AFP correspondent 
said. 

Predominantly young 
women and some men 
marched through central 
streets of the Holy City in min¬ 
imal or sexually suggestive 
clothing, chanting slogans and 
bearing signs. 

One female organiser par¬ 
ticipated in the half-hour 
march with nothing on the 
front of her torso besides a 
sticker in Hebrew across her 
breasts that read "How am I 
dressed? Dial 1-800-none-of- 
your-business.” 

Others carried signs reading 
"we want it with consent,” "a 
woman of valour wears what 
she wants” and "justice for 
women.” 


The Israeli marchers called 
their event "March of the 
Sharmutot,” using the Arabic 
word for prostitute which in 
Hebrew slang means slut. 

An ultra-orthodox member 
of the Jerusalem municipality 
protested earlier this week 
against the march, and the 
small number of police secur¬ 
ing the event kept men with re¬ 
ligious appearance at a safe 


distance from it, the AFP cor¬ 
respondent said. 

Similar objections and se¬ 
curity arrangements arise in 
Jerusalem ahead of the gay 
pride marches that take place 
in the city. 

A police spokeswoman told 
AFP that Friday's rally passed 
without disturbance. 

SlutWalks have been held 
in dozens of cities around the 
world, including Toronto, 
Auckland and Wellington in 
New Zealand, New Delhi, 
Philadelphia, Seoul, Sydney, 
Washington, Paris and Berlin. 
In March, SlutWalks were 
held in the Israeli cities of 
Haifa and Tel Aviv. 

The global phenomenon 
began in Toronto in April last 
year when hundreds of women 
and men took to the Canadian 
city's streets to protest a police 
constable's comment that 
"women should avoid dressing 
like sluts in order not to be vic¬ 
timized”.

France jails 'Big Bang' scientist for 
Qaeda terror plot 


PARIS (AFP) - A Paris court 
sentenced a Franco-Algerian 
nuclear physicist to four years 
in jail on Friday after he was 
convicted of plotting with Al- 
Qaeda’s north African branch 
to carry out terror attacks. 

Police arrested Adlene 
Hicheur, a researcher studying 
the Big Bang at the birth of the 
universe at the European Or¬ 
ganisation for Nuclear Re¬ 
search (CERN), in October 
2009 after intercepting emails 
to an alleged contact in Al- 
Qaeda. 

Hicheur, 35, who has been 
behind bars since his arrest, 
admitted at the start of his trial 
in late March that he was 
going through a ’’turbulent" 
time when he wrote the mails 
but denied he intended to carry 


out any attacks. 

His father embraced him in 
the Paris courtroom before he 
was taken off to serve his 
term. His lawyer said the ver¬ 
dict was "a legal scandal" be¬ 
cause his client had been 
convicted merely on "words 
exchanged on the internet". 

Hicheur’s trial on a charge 
of "criminal association as 
part of a terrorist enterprise", 
began a week after police shot 
dead the Franco-Algerian 
gunman Mohamed Merah, 
who killed seven people in 
and around the city of 
Toulouse. 

When Hicheur was ar¬ 
rested at his parents’ home 
near CERN, the research insti¬ 
tute which lies on the Franco- 
Swiss border near Geneva,

police discovered a trove of 
Al-Qaeda and militant Is¬ 
lamist literature. 

France's DCRI domestic 
intelligence agency's suspi¬ 
cions had been raised after a 
statement from Al-Qaeda in 
the Islamic Maghreb (AQIM) 
was sent to President Nicolas 
Sarkozy's Elysee Palace in 
early 2008. 

Following the message po¬ 
lice carried out surveillance on 
several email accounts includ¬ 
ing Hicheur's and his ex¬ 
changes with Mustapha 
Debchi, an alleged AQIM rep¬ 
resentative living in Algeria. 

In the emails Hicheur sug¬ 
gested "possible objectives in 
Europe and particularly in 
France", mentioning for ex¬ 
ample a French military base 
at Cran-Gevrier, close to 
CERN. 

Asked by Debchi if he 
was "prepared to work in a 
unit becoming active in 
France," Hicheur replied: 
"The answer is of course 
YES". 

Hicheur told the court that 
the incriminating emails were 
written at at time when his 
"physical and psychological 
state" was impaired and he 
was on medication while he 
was on sick leave for a 
slipped disc. 

"I understand that some of 
the passages may have been 
uncomfortable or worrying... 
There was nothing behind it," 
said the scientist, who could 
have received up to 10 years in 
prison. 

But the court said in its rul¬ 
ing that the researcher had 
provided logistical support to 
"various terrorist structures of 
the radical Islamist under¬ 
ground by participating in in¬ 
ternet discussions with an 
AQIM member".

Analysts: Markets worried about 
Greece, not France 


PARIS (AFP) - Financial mar¬ 
kets are worried about the out¬ 
come of the Greek election, 
which could jeopardise its in¬ 
ternational bailout, but are not 
too concerned about the 
prospect of Francois Hollande 
winning the French presi¬ 
dency, analysts say. 

"The week ahead looks to 
be high risk, but paradoxically 
it is maybe Greece that weighs 
heavier in the balance than the 
French election," said Valerie 
Plagnol, director of research at 
Credit Suisse. 

Socialist Francois Hollande 
is favoured to defeat right- 
wing incumbent Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy in France’s presidential 
election run-off on Sunday. 
But unlike Francois Mit- 
terand’s election in 1981, it ap¬ 
pears the victory of a socialist 
will not unnerve markets. 

Paris' stock market has slid 
in recent weeks, but has only 
been tracking other European 
markets gripped by renewed 
fears about the eurozone debt 
crisis. 

Perhaps a better indicator of 
market views of the prospect 
of a Hollande victory is the 
French state's borrowing costs, 
which have fallen since the 
first round of voting two weeks 
ago. 

On Thursday France placed 
7.5 billion euros of medium- 
and long-term debt at lower 
rates. 

"In case of victory, Hol¬ 
lande likely won't throw the 
European treaty of financial 
stability into doubt, but rather 
add a chapter about growth," 
said Plagnol. 

"On that point, he isn't the 
only one who would like to see 
that in Europe, which is reas¬ 
suring," she added. 

European Central Bank 


chief Mario Draghi has called 
for a "growth compact" to 
complement the fiscal compact 
agreed in March which will 
put teeth into European rules to 
cut down deficits and debt, 
saying growth should be put 
back at the "the centre of the 
agenda". 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel, a leading advocate of 
austerity measures, has also 
conceded the need for a 
growth strategy. 

A number of proposals are 
under discussion, in particular 
boosting EU-wide investment 
via the European Investment 
Bank and use of so-called 
structural funds. 

A Paris-Berlin summit to 
discuss these questions is 
likely to take place quickly 
after the election. 

An informal European 
Union summit on growth and 
employment is also being con¬ 
sidered for late May or early 
June. 

BofA-Merrill Lynch bank's 
chief European economist 
Laurence Boone said a possi¬ 
ble switch of power in France 
isn't causing concern as "in¬ 
vestors expect a restrained so¬ 
cial policy" from Hollande. 

But "one must watch 
closely to see if the candidate 
elected has a large majority," 
warned Philippe Waechter, di¬ 
rector of economic research at 
Natixis Asset Management. 

"If not, there could be con¬ 
cerns of a series of pacts dur¬ 
ing the legislative elections 
which could hinder certain 
budgetary decisions," he 
added. 

However Greece, where 
voters elect a new parliament 
on Sunday, raises many more 
concerns. 

"There is a considerable un¬ 


certainty about the outcome 
and whether it will be possible 
to form a stable coalition," said 
David Mackie of JPMorgan. 

Opponents of the austerity 
program imposed as part the 
country's international bailout 
enjoy about 45 percent sup¬ 
port, according to the latest 
opinion polls. 

If austerity opponents ma¬ 
nage such a strong score, the 
EU and International Mone¬ 
tary Fund might at least tem¬ 
porarily halt rescue funds to 
Greece, worries Stephane Deo 
at UBS bank. 

"The government quickly 
wouldn't be able to pay its em¬ 
ployees and pensions, which 
would generate high tension 
on the financial markets," he 
warned. 

Even in the case of a vic¬ 
tory by the two main parties, 
the conservative New Democ¬ 
racy and Socialist PASOK 
which have supported the aus¬ 
terity program, they might feel 
pressure to try to renegotiate 
the bailout to try to accelerate 
a recovery of the country's 
economy which is in a fifth 
year of recession.

Rate on German 10-year 
bonds hit record low 


PARIS (AFP) - The rate on 
benchmark German 10-year 
bonds fell to an all-time low 
yesterday as concern about 
the eurozone's economic 
prospects pushed investors 
into the continent's financial 
safe-haven. 

The yield, or rate of return 
for investors on German 
Bunds fell to 1.582 percent, 
from 1.611 percent late on 
Thursday. 

"We had a series of bad 
statistics on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Europe is sinking 
into recession and the US re¬ 
covery seems to be weaker 
than expected in light of the 
latest employment report," 
said Rene Defossez, a bond 
strategist at Natixis bank. 

"All that encourages in¬ 
vestors to take refuge in Ger¬ 
man debt," he added. 

In the 17-nation eurozone, 
private sector activity fell 
sharply in April, with even 
powerhouse Germany grind¬ 


ing to a halt as the bloc's 
weaker southern members 
strugyesterFriday. 

The Purchasing Managers 
Index (PMI) compiled by 
London-based research firm 
Markit fell to 46.7 points in 
April, well below an initial 
47.4 estimate. 

That raised fears that the 
bloc might suffer from a 
longer recession than initially 
foreseen. 

In the United States mean¬ 
while, a Labor Department

Formula One: Championship remains 
unpredictable, says Hamilton 


LONDON (AFP) - A week be¬ 
fore the start of the European 
section of the Formula One 
world championship, Lewis 
Hamilton believes this year’s 
scrap for glory next weekend, 
in Spain, and beyond is virtu¬ 
ally impossible to forecast. 

The 27-year-old Briton, who 
has finished third three times 
this season for McLaren and 
lies second in the embryonic 
drivers' title race, said the tus¬ 
sle to win the Spanish Grand 
Prix is wide open. 

Refreshed after a two-week 
break following the Bahrain 
Grand Prix, the 2008 world 
champion will go into next 
Sunday's race at the Circuit de 
Catalunya seeking his first win 
of the year to overhaul defend¬ 
ing double champion Sebastian 
Vettel. 

German Vettel leapt to the 
top of the early-season stand¬ 
ings with his first triumph of 
the season for Red Bull in 
Bahrain. 

"It is all so hard to read," 
said Hamilton. "It is so difficult 
to predict who will be at the 
front because of the form this 
year. 

"We did well in winter test¬ 
ing at Barcelona and that was 
good for us, but they (Red 
Bull) won last year's race. 

"We had a great race in 
Spain last time and I pushed 
Sebastian all the way to the fin¬ 
ish. On top of that, I feel we 


CHARLOTTE (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods, making his first start 
since a disappointing perform¬ 
ance at the Masters, looked 
likely to miss the cut at Quail 
Hollow on Friday after a sec¬ 
ond-round 73.

It's always 
been a tough place for passing 
- as I found out last year - but I 
really hope that our DRS (Drag 
Reduction System) and KERS 
(Kinetic Energy Recovery Sys¬ 
tem) combined will make it a 
little easier," he explained. 

While most of the top teams 
and drivers were in Mugello, 
Italy, this week for an official 
in-season test session, Hamil¬ 
ton and Button were rested - 
giving test drivers Gary Paffett 
and Oliver Turvey a chance to

Football: 

Portuguese club hit 
by mass resignations 

LISBON(AFP) - Portuguese 
club Uniao Leiria on Friday 
have confirmed that they will 
fulfil their weekend fixture 
against Benfica in Lisbon, de¬ 
spite 13 players resigning in 
protest at delays in receiving 
their wages. 

Club president Joao Bar¬ 
tolomeu told a press confer¬ 
ence that they will send a 
team comprised of youth 
players for the game at the 
Estadio da Luz and insisted 
that they will complete their 
top-flight fixtures. 

Earlier, local media quoted 
a statement from the club's 
management saying that the 
en-masse resignation "could 
lead irreversibly to relega¬ 
tion" which would force the 
club to "give up" top flight 
football. 

The letters were dated 
April 27 and were received 
on Wednesday, added the 
club, which is currently prop¬ 
ping up the Portuguese first 
division with just 19 points. 

The club had said it was 
looking at exploring legal op¬ 
tions to recoup losses as a re¬ 
sult of the no-show, which 
would have "serious conse¬ 
quences on the sporting and 
financial front". 

Bosses accused the players 
of "unjustified absences from 
training and, worse, not turn¬ 
ing up for the 28th match of 
the season" against Feirense 
at home last Sunday. 

Leiria, based in central Por¬ 
tugal, managed to put out an 
eight-man team against 
Feirense but lost 4-0. 

Fernando Gomes, president 
of the Portuguese football 
federation, said he regretted 
the situation as it portrayed 
the national game in a bad 
light and offered help to find 
a way out of the situation.A 
number of players had 
warned on April 23 that they 
would take strike action for 
the last three matches of the 
season to force the club to 
sort out a four to five month 
backlog in salaries.

LONDON (AFP) - Disgraced 
British heavyweight Dereck 
Chisora and former WBA 
champion David Haye could 
be set to settle their differences 
in the ring, reports suggested 
Friday. 

The British heavyweights 
clashed violently in Munich 
last February at a press confer¬ 
ence following Chisora’s loss 
to Ukrainian Vitali Klitschko. 

The incident led to the 
British Boxing Board of Con¬ 
trol (BBBC) withdrawing 
Chisora's licence "indefi- 
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nitely". 

He has launched an appeal 
against that decision, and de¬ 
spite Haye being technically 
retired, quotes attributed to 
Chisora’s promoter, Frank 
Warren, suggest the pair could 
settle their argument in the 
ring. 

’’It’s a natural fight, it does¬ 
n't matter what anyone says," 
Warren reportedly said in 
quotes carried by a number of 
websites. 

"It's a bigger fight than ei¬ 
ther of them fighting Wladimir

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Tennis: Blue clay controversy builds in Madrid 



MADRID (AFP) - Players 
will step onto the untried blue 
clay courts of the ATP-WTA 
Madrid Masters from Sunday, 
with serious doubts and some 
hostility as preparations for 
the French Open are fine- 
tuned. 

King of clay Rafael Nadal, 
who set records in his last two 
tournaments with an eighth 
straight trophy at Monte Carlo 
and a seventh from eight ap¬ 
pearances in Barcelona, has 
been among the most outraged 
in the Spanish capital. 

After training on the courts 
which are the marketing brain¬ 


child of the tournament’s bil¬ 
lionaire impresario Ion Tiriac, 
Nadal was even more upset 
than he had been before trying 
them out at the Caja Magica 
complex in the south of 
Madrid. 

The world number two 
blamed the ATP for accepting 
the never-before-seen clay 
colour as the event prepared to 
get under way. 

”1 trained on it yesterday 
afternoon and I think it's a 
mistake - not by the organisa¬ 
tion but by the ATP," said the 
irate Spaniard on Friday at a 
sponsor event. 


Nadal also told Spanish 
media: "Madrid is one of 
the best tournaments in the 
world and does not need 
this. It is played at alti¬ 
tude. That makes it differ¬ 
ent already. I appreciate 
the idea but it should have 
never been allowed." 

The controversial 
change was approved last 
year by outgoing ATP 
president Adam Helfant, 
who did not renew his 
contract after three years 
in the job. 

The tournament leads 
into the Rome Masters 
starting May 14, which is 
the last major event before 
Roland Garros. 

Novak Djokovic, the world 
number one, won both titles a 
year ago at the expense of 
Nadal. 

The Serb will take the top 
seeding ahead of Nadal and 
third seed Roger Federer, with 
Frenchman Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga replacing Andy Mur¬ 
ray as fourth seed after the 
Briton pulled out Friday with 
a back injury. 

Djokovic has joined in with 
lesser criticism but much scep¬ 
ticism about the blue courts, 
while Federer, who is ATP 


Player Council president and 
usually a hard-core tradition¬ 
alist, is taking a fine line as to 
his opinion. 

"I find it sad to play on a 
surface the players don't ac¬ 
cept," said the Swiss. "It's said 
that a player like Rafa, at a 
tournament in his own coun¬ 
try, has had to fight against a 
surface that he does not want 
to play on." 

The men's draw will be 
missing veteran Americans 
Andy Roddick and Mardy 
Fish, with both withdrawing. 
Roddick has a right hamstring 
problem while Fish says he 
has been dealing with an un¬ 
specified health threat for six 
weeks. 


The women's field is 
headed by top seed Victoria 
Azarenka and number two 
Maria Sharapova. Wimbledon 
winner Petra Kvitova, the 
holder, takes third. 

Sharapova won the 
Stuttgart clay event last week 
over Azarenka after losing two 
major finals to the Belarus 
player this season. 

There does not seem to be 
as much despair among the 
women about the new clay.
